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PUEBLO TRIBE 


ON THE WARPATH 


Troops Hurrying to Pre- 
vent Massacre. 


Uprising Caused by Punish- 
ment’ of Members of Tribe 
by Territorial Officers —- The 
White Ranchers in Imminent 
Danger. ~ 


M., May 13.—An 
uprising of serious proportiens has 
broken out among the Taos Pueblo 
Indians, at their village 20 miles north- 
west of here, and tonight troops are, 
being hurried by special train from 
Santa Fe to check a possible massacre 
of white ranchers. 

The Indians have cut al) telephone 
and telegraph: wires from Taos, hut 
reports receiv’? pve indicate thet the 
depredations have heen confirmed to an 
attack on the wife and children of 
I. L. Myers, & homesteader, and the 
cutting of fences and the theft of 
tiorses and cattle. 

Further attacks are expected by the 
ranchers, and Judge John R. McFie, 
conducting court at Taos, issued an 
urgent demand for treops to Governor 
Mills. He declared a massacre WaSd 
imminent.

immediately ordered 
fifty men of company D and F, New 
Mexico national guard, to Taos. The 
will arrive at Taos tomor- 
morning. General Brooke, in 
the national guard, has 
also ordered company H, cf the Santa 
Fe. to be in readiness to march at a 
moment's notice. 
Indians Punished. 

The uprising of the Pueblos, who 
for vears have been a peaceful people, 
is believed to have been caused-by the 
punishment of Pueblos by the territo- 
rial authorities. For years the Pueblos 
have governed themselves, electing 
their own chiefs and village counctil- 
lors, who tried and punished malefac- 
tors of the tribe, without appeal to 
the territorial authorities. 

Some months @go an Indian, Isleta 
Pueblo, who had been imprisoned by 
the village authorities, appealed to the 
territorial courts, and the chief and 
councillors of the village were put in 
iail. Since that time the Indians have 
been unruly, and it is believed the 
present outbreak is the result of fear 
by the Pueblos that they would lose 
their independence. 

For several weeks ranchers near 
Taos have found their fences cut and 
their stock missing, but the discontent 
of the Indians culminated yesterday in 
the attack on the Myers household. 


MILLS. MAN WHO 
SHOT BROTHER 


Birmingham, Ala., May 13,—Robert 
Alexander shot and killed Abe Lid- 
den her today on the street. Lidden 
Was the proprietor of the Seminole 
hotel, and in a quarrel last Wednesday 
with Alexander’s brother, Tom, Lidden 
killed him. As Lidden was waiting for 
a car to go to the ball game, avccord- 
ing to eye witnesses, Alexander walked 
up to him and said: 

“You are the -that killed my 
brother. Here's where I get you.” 

He shot at Lidden three times, one 
bullet entering his temple and another 
his left side. Lidden died an hour later 
at the hospital. Alexander surrender- 
ed to the. police and is locked up and 
held without bond.

1 NEW BISHOPS 
FOR METHODISTS 


Asheville, N. C., May 13.—Greetings 
from the Southern Baptist Convention 
were received by the general confer- 
ence of the Methodist . Episcopal 
Church, South, immediately after the 
opening devotional exercises, which 
were led by Rev. J. H. Boswell, of the 
North Mississippi conference. 

This was the last day for the recep- 
tion of memorials and appeals. Re- 
port No. 1 was submitted by the com- 
episcopacy, containing me- 
tributes to the following de- 
ceased bishops: J. C. Granberry, W. 
W Dunean, C. B. Galloway, A. Coke 
Smith, J. T. Tigert and Seth Ward. 
By vote of the conference, the report 
was put upon its immediate passage, 
and the authors of the individual mem- 
oirs accepted an ‘invitation to read 
them. 

The committee on revisals reported 
that after carefully considering the 
memorials from many conferences re- 
garding the change of name of the 
church, recommended that the name be 
changed,to the Methodist Church, and 
the rep¢ért was passed to the calendar. 
The report was received with great 


morial 


applause. A minority report was sub-_ 


mitted requesting that the name be not 
changed. This report was also ap- 


plauded, and when the matter comes‘ upy 


for discussion a warm debate is ex- 
pected. . 
Recommend Seven Bishop*. 

Report No. 2, of the committee on 
Episcopacy, reconmrmended that seven 
bishops be elected. A substitute pro- 
viding for six instead of seven was ta- 
bled by a vote of 166 to 100. A second 
substitute providing for five was ta- 
bled by an overwhelming vote. The 
vote On the original motion to accept 
the report of the committee was car- 
ried by a large majority. 

On Church Extension. 

The report of the committee on 
church extension recommended that the 
general board of church extension be 
chenged from Louisville, Ky., to Dal- 
las. Texas, provided that property 
rights oe protected and that Dal- 
las furnish headquarters sfree, The 
report recommended that the question 
of removal be referred to the general 
board of church extension for investi- 
gation, and to report at the next gen- 
eral conference. The report was re- 
ferred, and will come up later for dis- 
cussion.” 

Bishop Y. Honda, of the Methodist 
church, was introduced as the friend 
of Prince Ito and the Asbury of Japan. 
The conference listened to the bishop's 
fraternal address. 

The reports of the committee on 
temperance and other social and 
moral questions On the subject of the 
use of tobacco brought about consider- 
able discussion. The minority report, 
which compels young men entering the 
ministry to abstain from tobacco, was 
lost by 3 votes. The majority report, 
which recommended that young men 
entering the ministry be advised not 
to use tobacco, but which recommende:] 
no legislation against it. prevailed by 
a small majority. 

The conference adjourned with the 
benediction by Bishop Vincent.

Balloting Time Greeted With 
Signs of Belief by the 
Jurymen, 


Kansas City, Mo., May 18.—After the 
Fiyde murder jury had balloted for one 
hour and forty minutes tonight with- 
out reaching a verdict the jurymen 
were sent to their hotel for the night. 
They will resume balloting at 9 o'clock 
tomerrow morning. ,

The final vete of the jury, it ig uc 
derstood, was eleven to one for acqguit- 
tal. When importuned to cast his de- 
ciding vote with the rest af the jurors, 
it is said, the man who is holding out 
for a conviction, said he weuld. think 
the matter over tonight, and give his 
decision itn the morning. 

The case of Dr. Hyde, accused 
of murdering Col. Thomas H. Swope, 
went to the jury at 9:55 o’clock tonight. 

Grown weary after more than four 
weeks of imprisonment the balloting 
time was greeted with signs of relief 
by the jurymen. During the final hours 
of the ciosing addresses, which occu- 
pied the entire regular court sessions 
for two days and ‘entered into extra 
night sessions, the jurymen of ten 
looked upon the clock and restlessly 
moved in their chairs. 

When James A. Reed closed the state's 
final argument tonight and Judge Lat- 
shaw charged the jury, the twelve men 
walked quickly from the court room. 
The court informed them it would walt 
until about midnight for a verdict. If 
none had been found at that time, said 
the court, they would be sent to their 
hotel to return tomorrow and continue 
their deliberations, 

Even though Prosecutor Conkling to- 
day implored the jury to inflict the 
death penalty upon Dr. Hyde, the physi- 
cian smiled as the arbiters of his fate 
retired. Turning to his wife at his 
side, he said:

Off on anothér side of 
the courtroom sat Mrs. Logan O. Swope, 
About her were all of her living chil-

More than a dozen personal friends of 
Dr. Hyde and his wife remained in the 
courtroom with the couple. The scene 
resembled more a social gathering 
than the convening of intimates about 
a nan upon whom a judgment that 
might mean destruction was being 
weighed. 

Seated in the center of the little 
circle of people, the physician lighted a 
cigar, tilted back his chair and began 
to tell stories. 

Soon the party was laughing and 
joking. 

The aged father of Dr. Hyde was not 
present. The long hours of the trial 
have exhausted him When the last 
speech was finished he went to his 
hotel and retired. 

While Mrs. B. C. Hyde wept convu!l- 
sively, Prosecutor Virgil Conkling to4 
day asked the jury to inflict the death 
penalty upon her husband. When Mr 
Conkling had ended hig plea to the 
jury to send the defendant to death, 
the physician turned about in his 
chair and smiling to his wife, said: 

“Why, that man wants to hang me.” 

Still sobbing, Mrs. Hyde put her arm 
upon her husband's shoulder, but said 
nothing. 

Attorney Reed argued at the outset 
of his talk that Dr. Hyde began to 
collect testimony last December to use | 
in hig trial, although at that time no 
charge had been filed againat him. 


Defendant Scored. 

Dr. Hyde was characterized as a 
physician who had grown s0 accous- 
tomed to suffering and hardened to 
crime that he was able to commit the 
atrocities he is said to have commit- 
ted in the Swope house without flinch- 
ing. The attorney described Dr. Hyde's 
greed for gold as one that made him 
bolder every time he accomplished a 
crime and added to his wealth. With

HOUSE PUBLICITY BILL 
REPORTED TO SENATE 


Amended by Striking Out Pro- 
vision Requirin Publica- 
tion Before Election. 


Washington, May 13.—Senator Bur- 
rows today reported to the senate the 
house bill providing for the publicity 
of contributions made for the purpose 
of influencing elections. The bill was 
amended from the form in: which it 
was passed by the house by striking 
out the provision requiring publication 
in advance of elections. Concerning the 
provision for advance publication, the 
report of the committee says: 

“It would be the signal for a general 
assault upon every person making such 
contributions with a view to preju- 
dicing the electors against the candi- 
date by claiming that he is supported 
by. persons who have some personal 
end to subserve or private interests to 
promote, and is not, therefore, justify- 
ing of public confidence and support.

Plan Devised to Make the 


Game Safer, and Still Not 


Rob It of Spectacular Fea-| 


tures---Many Safeguards Are 
Suggested. 


New York, May 13.—The intercollegi- 
ate football rules committee, at a 
meeting in New York today, decided to 
retain the forward-pass unrestricted. 
os committee framed a number of 
rules designed to throw safeguards. 
around the operation of this and other 
plays and adjourned sine die, having 
completed the task of “reforming” 
football, which has kept it busy much 
of the time since the first of last Feb- 
ruary. 

The working out of the details 
the new game was left in the hands 
of a subcommittee, composed of Walter 
Camp, of Yale; Dr. Carl Williams, of 
the University of Pennsylvania, and 
Percy D. Haughton, of Harvard, but as 
the new regulations are largefy theo- 
retical, it is admitted the precise re- 
su'ts will not be known until the foot- 
ball season of 1910 is under way. Mem- 
bers of the committee hope, however, 
that they have devised a plan where- 
by the game will not be robbed of 
its spectacular features yet will be 
more safe than it has been in the 
past. ee

Six New Rules. 

At former sessions the 
adopted six rules. They are that the 
offense must keep seven men on the

At the last session, held 
delphia, the committee decided to as- 
certain the effect of limiting the for- 
ward pass to behind the line of scrim- 
mage, with eight yards to gain on three 
downs, instead of ten yards. A sub- 
committee was appointed to frame a 
system of play on this basis. The 
committee presented its report today, 
and at the same time there was pre- 
sented another plan, allowing the un- 
restricted use of the forward-pass. The 
latter plan was adopted. 

The New Rules. 

The rules adopted today follow: 

1. The forward-pass may. cross the 
line of scrimmage at any point, but 
the player making the pass must be at 
least five yards behind the line of 
scrimmage when the pass is made, and 
the player receiving that pass shall 
not be, when the catch is made, more 
than 20 yards inyadvance of the place 
where the ball was passed. 


2. Only. the en@ men on the line of | 


scrimmage and the four men in the 
back fleld shall. be eligible to receive 
the forward-pass, and the backs in 
order to be eligible, must be at least 
one yard back behind the line of scrim- 
mage when the ball is put in play. 

3. A forward-pass which crosses the 
line of sorimmage or a kick of any 
description, must be made from a point 
at least five yards back of the scrim- 
mage line. 

4. Penalties: On the first and second 
downs, in case of an incompleted for- 
ward-pass, the ball shall be brought 
back to the spot where the pass was 
made, the play to count as one down, 
and the distance to be gained to re- 
main the same. On the third down the 
ball shall go to the opponents on the 
spot where the pass was made. 

5. Players on the offense who have 
crossed the line:of scrimmage must 
not interfere with the defensive play- 
ers on a kick until the ball shall have 
gone 20 yards, or on a forward-pass 
until it shall have been caught, except 
in an actual attempt to catch the ball. 

6. Players on the defense, except 
when they are behind the line of 
scrimmage, may play as heretofore. 
Players on the defense behind the line 
of scrimmage may use their hands only 
upon their opponent’s bodies in order 
to get at the man with the ball, until 
the ball shall have advanced across 
a line five yards back of the scrim- 
mage line. After the ball has ad- 
vanced across this five-yard line they 
may play as heretofore. Defensive 
Players behind the line of scrimmage 
on a forwaftd pass shall not in any 
their opponents until the opponents 
except in an actual attempt to catch 
the ball, nor shall such players in case 
of a kick, in any way interfere wifth 
their oponents until the opponents 
have gone 20 yards beyond the line of 
scrimmage. No player in the offense 
Or defense while in the act of catching 
a forward-pass shall be tackled, 
thrown, pushed, pulled, shouldered or 
straight-armed until he _ shall have 
caught the ball and taken more than 
one step in any direction; provided 
that any such interference which is in- 
cidenta] to a bona fide attempt to catch 
Or intercept a pass ball not come with- 
in this prohibition.” 

In addition, the committee adopted a 
rule designed to safeguard the players 
in another direction. This rule reads: 

“In case a player with the ball crawis 
after the ball is declared dead. his 
team shall be penalized five yards.’ 
Piling up of players had been forbid- 
den previously. The committee also 
formally adopted a provision that any 
Player withdrawn from the game for 
any cause except disqualification, may 
return once at the beginning of any 
subsequent quarter. This is to remove 
the temptation to keep players in the 
me when they are not in fit condi- 
ion.

The evidence for the state was in 
substance as follows: P 

R. W. Vaughan: Was night man for 
the Western Union service for a watch- 
man. On the morning of April 8, Hol- 
land failed to turn in his call, and he 
made an investigation and found the 
dead body of the watchman, whse 
head had been shot off with a shotgun. 
He notified Foreman Cason and also 
notified Mrs. Holland. Mrs. Holland 
exclaimed, “Oh, my God,” and ran back 
into her house. The crime was com- 
mitted between 2 and 3 o'lock in .the 
morning. 

J. J. Cason: Was foremen at the ice 
plant, and was notified of the murder 
by Vaughn. He saw the dead body, 
and later found in the yard two cut 
gun shellg and a hair comb. He re- 
membered that Holland had been shot 
at a year before the murder, and Hol- 
said something about believing 
that Bill Ellison did the shooting. On 
cross-examination the witness denied 
that he had been invited to Mrs. Hol- 
land’s house on the night of the mur- 
der to meet a lady friend, but had been 
asked to pay a call.. 

Said They Wrote Letters. 

Willie Collis and Maud Cox, two

Telephone declares that, “it is to the handy hip-pocket that we 
owe nearly all of the sad tragedies that wreck homes and blight 
lives. If there were no pistols carried around concealed, NINE 
OUT OF TEN homicides would be averted.”

Recognizing the public sentiment 
which demanded that the Maine be 
raised, the engineers are extremelv 
doubtful of their ability to do any- 
thing of the kind, many of them be- 
lieving that the hulk has gone to pieces 
and the most that can be done will be 
to recover the bones of some of the 
victims of the explosion that lie buried 
under the rusting steel plates of the 
ship. 

It is quite certain that the appro- 
priation of $100,000 made by congress 
for the purpose of raising the ship will 
not be sufficient, but the army enet- 
neers will at least make a beginning.

Baltimore, Md., May 13.—Home mis- 
sions formed one of the principal topics 


the Southern Baptist Convention. Rev. 
Dr. Burrows reported that there was 4 
general increase during the past year 
of $114,000 for the home and foreign 


mission boards. 
No Alliance. 

The board of home missions strongly 
indorsed the policy .of the Southern 
Baptist Convention of having no “en- 
tangling alliance’’ with other Chris- 
tian bodies that “can\in any way en- 
danger the purity of Baptist doctrines 
or practices as Baptists“ — 

This utterance referred specifically 
to the labors of the board in Panama 
and Cuba, where it was stated that 
the work was progressing rapidly, but 
that difficulties in the way of the work 
of both the Sunday schools and other 
phases have developed in the trend to- 
wards “so-called church union efforts 
and the obligation or disregard of de- 
nominational lines.” 

“We report,” the board adds, “that 
the lives of professing Christians who 
go to the canal zone for money-mak- 
ing, are a hindrance instead of a help 
to the Baptist church. Then, too, the 
efforts of some Christian workers to 
discredit denominational work in the 
interests of an undefended Christian 
union are adding to the difficulties 
of our missions.” 

Aimed at Y. M. OC. A. 

The report, though not 
specificially, was aimed at the 
Young Men’s Christian Association, 
according to a statement made by Rev. 
Dr. E. C. Dargan, of Macon, Ga., mem- 
ber of the Cuba and Panama commit- 
tee. After the session he sald: 

“In Cuba and Panama the zt. = 
©. A. stands for undenominationa! pre- 
sentation of Christ; the Baptist church 
has always and will always stand for 
the Baptist’ presentation. I do not 
mean to speak disparagingly of the 
Y.M.C. A Ionly mean that the Bap- 
tist church ought not to merge with 
anybody in work among the missions.” 

An appeal from the Baptists of the 
north asking that their brethren of 
the south aid them in taking care of 
the negroes created a stir in the con- 
vention. The matter was referred to 
a committee and will come up for later 
discussion. The communication came 
from the A:nerican Baptist Home Mis- 
sion Society, with headquarters in New 
York. It declared that two-thirds of

To Establish Schools. 

The Northern Society desires the co- 
operation of the Southern Baptists in 
the management and maintenance of 
its schools in the south and proposes 
the establishment of a number of sum- 
mer schools there for the benefit of the 
negro Baptist ministry.

NEW SIZE BANK NOTE 
TO BE RECOMMENDED 


Object of the Change Is to Sup- 
ply Size of Currency Con- 
venient for Handling. 


Washington, May 13.—A reduction in 
the size of the paper money of the 
United States will be made if Secretary 
of the Treasury MacVeagh accepts the 
recommendations that will be made to 
him within a few weeks by a commit- 
tee of treasury officials appointed to 
investigate this and other proposed re- 
forms. 

The object of the proposed change is 
to supply the country with a size of 
currency more convenient for handling 
and to save the government $500,000 a 


year In paper and engraving. 

* The new sized bank note to be rec- 
ommended is about one-fourth as large 
as the notes now in circulation. The 
present notes are of a size that has 
been the standard for generations. 

An experiment of the advantages of 
the change has been made with the 
Philippine Island currency, which is 
engraved at the treasury. 

The Philipine bank note ts about 
one-fourth the size of the American 
bank note, and is extremely attractive 
in appearance. 

On account of the smaller size, five 
instead of four notes can be engraved 
on a page of currency note paper, and 
this, In addition to the economy of pa- 
per, means a tremendous saving..

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LEGALITY OF HAT ORDINANCE 
ATTACKED BY WILL OLDKNOW 


A champion has arisen to do battle 
for the ladies against the city hat 
ordinance, which struck wrath and ter- 


ror to the heart of the fair sex when 
it was promulgated some time ago 
by the city of Atianta. The champion 
is none other than William Oldknow, 
proprietor of the Savoy and the Alcazar 
theaters, who was arraigned before 
Recorder Broyles a short while ago on 
the charge of not enforcing the ordi- 
nance requirng ladies to remove thetr 
hats in moving picture shows and 
theaters.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, May 13.—Unquestionably 
the bull's hand has been on the lever 
during the past week, when prices 
have advanced §32 to $4 a bale on the 
present crop and $1.50 to §2 on the 
new crop. An ipteresting feature of 
the week is that even August and Sep- 
tember have begun to wake up. July 
has been really the center of events, 
however, and the May option, though 
undoubtedly strong, has, to some ex- 
tent, been relegated to the  »back- 

round. May shorts have not a great 

al of time remaining in which to 
make large deliveries if they in- 
tend to do sO. The story is 
that the south has been scoured for 
cotton to send here without -the gsuc- 
cess which was at one time expected. 
Some unbiased observers put the situ- 
ation in this blunt fashion: “The bears 
have been whipped and cotton is going 
to 17 cents.” However this may be, 
the tone of late has undoubtedly been 
strong. Spinners’ takings have recent- 
ly increased sharply. eceipts at the 
ports ‘and interior towns have been 
emall. The stattstical position has 
steadily gained strength. The spot de- 
mand at the south is said to have in- 
dreased@ materially and prices there 
have been buoyant. At Liverpool the 
spot sales have ranged from 10,000 to 
15,000 beles a day. At Alexandria, 
Egypt. prices haye advanced over 200 
points.

New Orleans, May  13.—Secretary 
Hester’s weekly New Orleans Cotton 
Exchange statement issued before the 
close of business today shows a de- 
crease in the movement into sight 
compared with the 7 days ending this 
date last year in round figures 38,000, 
a decrease under the same days year 
before last of 7,000 and a decrease 
under the same time in 1907 of 18,000.
